ty  of  maximizing  attendance 
by  holding  one  session  of 
Youth  Nignt  on  July ,  16  at 
Mississippi  Coliseum  in 
Jackson  — ■  the  traditional  loca¬ 
tion  of  years  past  —  as  well  as

at  6:30  pwm., 
open  at  5:45  p.m.  A  training 
session  for  counselors, 
which  Lum  said  are  still 
being  recruited,  will  begin 
at  6  p.m.  at  both  locations. 


Night  has  had  two  sessions 
before,  but  both  sessions  were 
held  at  Mississippi  Coliseum. 

That  hasn't  been  clone  nearly  a 
decade,  however. 

"We've  been  maxed  out 
with  one  session 
Mississippi  Coliseum 
ackson  tor  several  years 
"hat's  a  good  problem  to  have 
if  you're  the  event  coordinator 
but  we  felt  there  was  a  whple 
group  of  young  people  who 
were  missing  out,  who  could¬ 
n't  travel  three  or  more  hours 
from  north  Mississippi  to  attend. 

"We're  planning  for  a  total  attendance 
at  both  sessions  or  12,000  young  people. 
Having  Youth  Night  in  two  locations 
will  spread  attendance  out  and  allow  us 
to  maintain  the  quality ,  that  the  event 
deserves.  In  addition,  the  Saturday  night 
session  in  Tupelo  will  allow  our  north 
Mississippi  young  people  to  be  home  in 
time  to  get  a  good  night's  rest  and  be 
ready  for  church  the  next  morning," 
Lum  said. 

David  Rhodes  of  Wayfarer  Ministries 
in  Spartanburg,  N.C.,  will  be  the  speaker 
at  both  locations.  He  is  a  19%  graduate 
of  Palm  Beach  Atlantic  University  in 
West  Palm  Beach,  FI.  He  earned  his 
Master  of  Divinity  degree  in  2000  from 
Beeson  Divinity  School  in  Birmingham. 

Rhodes  has  co-authored  five  books  in 
AMG  Publishers’  Following  God  for  Youth 
and  Young  Adults  series:  God  Is; 
Dismantled;  Redefining  Normal;  Broken; 


and  Vice  Versa.  In  addition,  he  had  authored 
the  kids’  devotional  book.  Snack  Pack. 

He  and  his  Wife  Kim  and  daughters 
Emma  and  Izzie  live  near  Greenville,. SC. 

"Although  this  will  be  David's  first 
time  to  speak  at  Mississippi  Baptist  Youth 
Night  he  is  a  familiar  name  to  youth  min¬ 
isters  across  the  state,"  Lum  said. 

Providing  music  at  both  locations  will 
be  Aaron  Keyes  and  his  band.  Keyes  is 
worship  pastor  at  Grace  Fellowship 
Church  in  Sneilville,  Ga.  Keyes  and  his 
band  travel  internationally,  leading  wor¬ 
ship  and  coaching  worship  leaders. 
Keyes  also  works  with  Kingsway  Music, 
from  the  United  Kingdom.  His  albums 
include  Grace  Midtown-Songs  for  the 
City;  Not  Guilty  Any  More;  and  Because. 

He  and  his  wife  of  almost  10  years, 
Megan,  have  four  sons:  Cooper,  Judah, 
Nyle,  and  Linen. 

"This  is  the  first  appearance  for  Aaron

Night.  They  are  outstanding  Christian 
musicians,  and  they'll  present  an  out¬ 
standing  performance,"  Lum  predicted. 

In  a  departure  from  past  years,  an 
offering  to  cover  expenses  will  not  be 
conducted,  Lum  said.

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Missions  directors  form  mutual  aid  group 


GULFPORT,  Miss.  (BP  and 
local  reports)  —  Directors  of 
missions  from  associations  in 
four  states  that  border  the  Gulf 
Coast  met  June  29  in  Gulfport  to 
discuss  how  they  could  help 
each  other  in  the  aftermath  of  a 
hurricane  or  other  disaster. 

The  result  of  the  five-hour 
dialogue  at  the  offices  of  Gulf 
Coast  Association  was  an  agree¬ 
ment  to  ofganize  a  "Southern 
Gulf  Coast  DOM  (directors  of 
missions)  group"  that  would 
provide  "staff-to-staff  support" 
after  a  disaster. 

The  official  name  of  the 
DOM  network,  membership 
parameter^  and  various  finan¬ 
cial  and  organizational  matters 
will  be  developed  in  further 
meetings,  said  C  Alan 
Woodward,  director  of  the 
Mississippi  Baptist  Convention 
Board's  pastor/ leadership  V 
development  department,  who 
facilitated  the  day's  discussions. 

*  Building  relationships  was 
one  reason  for  pulling  the 
group  together,  said  Steve 
Mooney  ham,  missions  director 
for  the  Gulf  Coast  Association. 
While  each  of  the  20  people  at 
the  meeting  knew  at  least  one 
other  person  present  no  one 
knew  everyone  in  the  group, 
which  included  DOMs  from 
Florida,  Alabama,  Mississippi, 
and  Louisiana,  as  well  as  associ¬ 
ate  DOMs  and  disaster  relief 
directors.

all  the  associations  along  the 
Gulf  at  once,  but  that  at  one 
time  or  another  they  have  hit 
everywhere,  so  each  of  the 
directors  knows  what’s  needed 
in  disaster  relief  response. 

in  tne  immediate  anermatn 
of  a  hurricane,  it  could  be  a 
tremendous  asset  to  have  the 
support  of  a  DOM  from  outside 
the  affected  region, 
Mooney  ham  said. 

"This  would  free  the  [local] 
DOM  to  be  checking  out  things 
outside  the  office,"  Mooney  ham 
said  as  others  nodded  their 
heads  in  agreement.  "If  all  the 
states  know  what  the  plans  are, 
then,  for  e*unpie,  the  Florida  or 
Louisiana  DOM  could  come  in 
and  organize,  and  the 
Mississippi  team  be  out  in  the 
field,  working  through  their 
already-established  contacts 
and  relationships." 

The  devastation  of  Hurricane 
Katrina  five  years  ago  was  still 
uppermost  in  the  minds  of  the 
participants.

give  as  little  as  two  percent  or  less  of  their  church's  budget  to  the 
Cooperative  Program.  True  enough,  even  two  percent  of  a  mega 
church's  budget  can  be  an  astounding  amount  in  total  dollars  — 
but  as  a  percentage  of  the  overall  church  budget,  it's  a  pittance. 

Instead  of  fully  supporting  SBC  and  state  convention  causes, 
many  mraa  church**  retain  a  Rreat  deal  of  that  money  to  fund 


reprioritization  of  that  money." 

For  example,  Wright  has  called  upon  state  conventions  to 
retain  as  little  as  25  percent  of  Cooperative  Program  funds  and 
pass  the  rest  along  to  SBC  missionary  causes.  Doing:  so,  howev¬ 
er,  would  eviscerate  state  conventions  ministries  That  depend 
on  the  funding  (such  as  state  campgrounds  and  children's  vil¬ 
lages,  as  mentioned  above).
